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DEATH AND DAMAGE 


Explosion in North Andover Kille- One 
ane Injures Others Fatally. 


“Andover Boy Slightly Hurt, 


One dead, ee

Such is the tale received this forenoon 
from the scene of operations of the new 
electric road being constructed by L. N. 
Farnum for the Boston & Northern Com- 
pany through North Andover. 

It Was the result of the explosion of @ 
blast which was thought to have beer 
discharged, 

Dynamite is being used to blow open 
the ground below frost, mark in order to 
save the time of digging. Charges are 
placed ina number of holes drilled in 
the ground‘and the dynamite inserted: ~

Thinking everything safe, the men 
flocked back to the locality and began 
removing logs which covered the. blast, 
when suddenly, without a moment’s 
warning, one charge, which~ had been 
imperfectly connected, went off with the 
above mentioned result.

The injuries con- 
sisted for the most part of‘ fractured 
arms and legs, while the teamsters were 
hurt by flying stones. 

The dead man was directly over the 
charge when it exploded so that the top 
of his head was blown off. *

FINALLY DEFEATED. — 


BOSTON, Feb. 18—After once pass- 
ing the resolution favoring a charter 
for General Lawton post, only ‘to have 
the vote declared void, on a point of 
order, the G.,A. R. convention finally 
voted to indefinitely postpone the dis- 
cussion of the resolution yesterday. 

Past Department Commander Gil- 
man, chairman of the board of inquiry, 
stated that the board had heard the 
parties interested and could find no 
good reason for a new post. He made 
reference to the reasons of the depart- 
ment commander for refusing the 
charter, which were as follows: 

Considering the report of my board 
of inquiry, made up of comrades whose 
love for the order could not be im- 
peached, and that my official council 
approved their report, I therefore dis- 
missed their petition, and declined to 
give the subject further consideration 

uring my administration. .My reasons 
for declining to grant the prayer of 
the petitioners can be briefly summar- 
ized as follows: : 

First—I do not feel that the interests 
of the order would be best subserved 
by granting another charter in the city 
of Lawrence, 

Seond—To grant one would be an in- 
jury to post 39,-and-a poor requital for 
33 years of faithful service. 


Third—No comrade in Lawrence is 


deprived of membership in the Grand 


Army by my declining to grant this 
petition, provided he is willing.i'to abide 
by our laws, and be true to his obliga- 
tions as a comrade. > 

Fourth—If injustice is done (which I 
deny) it should not be done to our 
loyal, law-abiding comrades. 

: Fifth—While not wishing to charac- 
terize the motives ofthe petitioners, I 
find nothing to justify an act which I 
confidently believe: would work serious 
injury to a loyal post which has a rec- 
ord of 33 years untarnished by a single 
act contrary to the rules and regula- 
tions of our order. 

In conclusion Comrade Gilman urged 
the encampment to stand by the report 
of the department commander and act 
accordingly. 

On motion of Comrade Thompson of 
75, Stoneham. the whole :matter 
was indefinitely postponed.

The Masters’ club was entertained, 
Tuesday night, at thé home of Superin- 
tendent of Schools J. E. Burke, Pros-

the reading of the paper and the even- 
ing was pleasantly brought to,a close 
in the usual manner by the serving of 
refreshments. 

Mr. Burke's paper was a very schol- 
‘arly one and one which was-deeply ap- 
preciated by all of the masters. He 
took for his subject ‘Professional 
Reading for Teachérs,” and treated it 
in-a thorough and interesting manner. 


Mr. Burke first took up the general 
subject of teachers’ reading and quoted 
voluminously from Socrates, Plato, 
Isocrates, Plutarch, Quintillian, Pesta. 


Tozzi, and Horace Mann. to show ‘the 
high conception of the importance of 
education and dignity of the teaching 
profession entertained by the great 
master minds. . After the quotations, 
he dwelt at considerable length upon 
the general subject’ of. iteachers’ pro- 
fessional reading, first from subjective 
and then from objective relations; 1. e. 
first, the benefit to the teacher individ- 
ually, for her own self improvement; 
and secondly, in the distribution of her 
improved intellect and epirituality for 
the benefit of those intrusted to her 
guidance, 

The reader emphasized the unseifish- 
ness of the teacher when he said: “The 
selfich one is not a man. He denies the 
image of his Maker. He only attains 
complete manhood when his faculties 
and endowments are devoted ‘to the un- 
selfish service of his fellows.’"\ 

A general discussion of the subject 
followed the reading ofthe paper, £év- 
eral of the masters, participating, and 
it was generally recognized that there 
is a great need of more professional 
reading among teachers. It was de-+ 
cided to establish a bureau for ithe en- 
couraging of more reading among the 
teachers of this city. At least once a 
month, the attention of all teachers ‘in 
the local public schools will be. called 
to the most recent and the best pro- 
fessional literature as it is published. 
As a committee to look after these du- 
ties, Supt. Burke, Principal James D. 
Horne of the high school, and Principal 
B. E. Sheridan of the Oliver Grammar 
school, were appointed,

Opinions of the Residents of the Dis- | 
- trict Consulted on Rebuilding. 


Before the school committee on Tues- 
day evening, at 7.30 o'clock, a number of 
the residents in the Scotland district ap- 
peared to state their desires in the mat- | 
ter of having or not having a schoolhouse 
rebuilt-in their district to replace the 
one recently destroyed by: fire, : 

J. Newton Cole, chairman of the board, 
presided, and the other members present 
were Jolin L, Brewster, Mrs. J. A. Mor- 
rill, Mrs. Howell FY Wilson, John N. 
Cole, ‘thomas David, William Shaw, 
Charles Hl. Shearer, John Alden and 
Supt. of Schools Palmer. About’ fifteen 
or twenty residents of the district were 
present, ‘ 

On the whole the.sentiment seemed to 
bejagainst having thesehoolhouse rebuilt 
as all the ladies who spoke, most -of 
whom had children in this seliool, now 
attending the graded school down town, 
and several of the men, believed that it 
was. better for.the-children to go~to-a 
graded school. Others of the men had a 
decided opinion on the matter and in 
their estimation there was no question 
but that the schoollrouse should be re- 
built for the general good of the children 
and the district, 

‘The chairman said on opening the | 


not there to prove to the residents of the 
district that the schoolhouse should or 
should not be rebuilt but to get a free 
and open expression of the wishes of 
those interested. He adaed that should 
the schoolhouse be rebuilt it would not 
be placed: upen-the-same ‘spot where it 
formerly stood. ‘The reason for this is 
because there. is no chance. for a base- 
ment to hold a furnace where the old 
house’stood, it being literally founded o

Brooks F, Holt thoroughly believes 
that the house should be rebuilt as it 
would be better for the district and the 
community at large. He thought ex- 
pense Was a secondary consideration. 

Mrs..J. Martine ‘towne said she had 
two boys who came to the centre school, 
one, the younger, having started after 
the Scotland schoolhouse “was burned, 
and she had rather they would attend 
the graded school for she thought they 
were getting better adyantages” there. 
If they did. rebuild she hoped a teacher 
would be retained more than a year at a 
time ‘as she thought such frequent 
changes were detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the pupils, 

Fred H. Shattuck said he had a large 
family, many of them young, and he was 
strongly in favor of having the school- 
house. rebuilt.. Mr, Shattuck said that 
he spoke for Mr. Jones also, who was un. 
able to be present. 

William J. Haggerty was anxious*to 
have the schoolhouse put up again if 
possible, but thought the old site good 
enough. A furnace was not necessary, 
the pupils having gotten along very com- 
fortably in the past with the old fash- 
ioned. wood stove. 

M. F. D’Arcy said that no doubt from 
an economical stand point it would be 
cheaper to transport the children, which 
the committee—would do, he believed. 
(Mr. D’ Arey was informed that the com- 
mittee was obliged to do so by ‘law.) 
Then he said that in his opinion there 
was no‘doubt but that it would be-better 
to have the children attend the graded 
schools.

The window box at the Town hall has’ 
been well cared for, making a lovely 
hanging garden in’a cheerless. square. 
In’the spring.an effort was made to se- 
cure flower seeds from Washington for 
free distribution, as had ‘been done the 
previous years. Through some_ mis- 
understanding only vegetable seeds 
were received, ‘The committee. were 
unwilling to disappoint the children and 
expended five dollars for the purchase 
of flower seeds of the varieties most 
easily grown. Mrs. Andrews. kindly 
took charge. of the distribution at, the 
Guild house, but the demand far ex- 
ceeded the supply—168 packages were 
given out, 

At Carmei Woods we have. set out 
twenty-five plants of Cornus Florida, 
two of Viburnum, one of clethra and 
three—Austrian-pine;,-at- a tritiing €x- 
pense. Most of these were placed near’ 
the Outlook and where they can be 
seen from carriages when 
through: the’ park.
